ORDER

it shall be omitted ; 
( b ) after the entries under the heading " Ministry of Home Affairs and 

before the heading " Ministry of Information and Broadcasting" , the 

following heading and entries shall be inserted , namely : 
" Ministry of Industry " and the entries given in Appendix I and Appendix 

II to this Order ; and 
( c ) after the entries under the heading " Ministry of Information and Broad 

casting " and before the heading “ Ministry of Irrigation and Power , 

the following heading and entries shall be inserted , namely : 
" Ministry of International Trade" and the entries given in Appendix III 

to this Order,
